AMENDMENT TO THE DRAWINGS 

Replacement sheet of drawings are enclosed for the Examiner's approval. 
The attached drawings include changes to Figs. 3, 7 and 8. 

In Fig. 3, the reference number "53" is changed to ~54-. In addition, the 
reference numbers "412" and "612" are deleted to correspond to the specification. 

The original Fig. 7 is changed into Fig. 8, and the original Fig. 8 is changed 
into Fig. 7. 

In the new figure 7, the guiding wedge 23 is located at a high point 411 of 
the cam groove 41, and the lower panel 4 is lower than the upper edge of the cutter 5 
to expose the upper edge of the cutter 5. 

In the new figure 8, the guiding wedge 23 moves along the cam groove 41 
and pushes the lower panel 4 upward until the guiding wedge 23 is located at a low 
point of the cam groove 41, and the lower panel 4 is higher than the upper edge of the 
cutter 5. 

In addition, a marked-up copy (with annotations) of the amended figures 3, 
7 and 8 is also enclosed for the Examiner's approval.
